Grain from a crop damaged by 
rust is frequently of poor quality 
and not fit for use as seed unless 
special precautions are taken 
Ir'his is not because there is 
much danger that this seed will 
again produce a rusted crop, but 
because the grain is shrunken 
and immature; such seed is 


known to yield: poor and feeble 
crops. The safest seed to use 


is the best grade procurable 


from rust-free crops, providing, 


of course, that the germination 
is normal. * :

General M. 8. Mercer Died in First: 
Wine Trenches at Ypres—Lawyer 
Became Great Leader 

The manner in which Major-Gen. 
“Malcolm Smith Mercer met” his- death 
im Armagh Wood, following the ‘ter- 
rific bombardment of the Canadiar 


trenches by the Germans at the third 


Battle of Ypres, je described .in..a 
postcard recéived by Mr. ©. G. Gootler- 
ham, Toronto,’ from his son ° Lieut, 
Lyman Gooderham, A.D.C, to the 
deceased General, Lieut. Gooderham 


‘writes: “Am now a prisoner and’ en 


Am quite 
well and have been treated well 
indeed by our captors. Was beside 
my beloved General when he was 
killed, and lay in the battlefield for 
two days suffering from. shell-shock 
until picked up by a patrol with some 
of our wounded men. Tell Fred 
Mercer his brother was first shocked 
by a large shell and when I tried to 
get him away, but impossible, was 
shot through leg and broken, lay in 
field, no pain and next day killed by 
shrapnel instantly.” 
” Faithful From First 

General Mercer, commander of the 
Third Canadian Division from its 
organization, had been inspecting 
first-line trenches with - Brigadier. 
General Victor Williams of the Eighth 
Brigade, when, the German_ prepar- 
atory bombardment began. Both re- 
fused to go back to headquarters. To 
return involved nearly as much dan- 
ger as to stay and as attack seemed 
imminent they wished to steady the 
men. General Mercer sustained-shell- 
shock just before the German on- 
slaught swept over 1,500 yards of 
Canadian trenches. When the Third 
and Second Division fought their way 
back again five days later they 
searched in vain for the body of their 
beloved leader. General Williams was 
taken prisoner by Germans. _ 

General Mercer had been through 
the fighting from the first. He left 
Toronto as commander of the Third 


Battalion, containing many men from |~ 


his old regiment, the Queen’s Own 
Rifles, of Canada, a Toronto militia 


regiment.
